FRENCH ADVANCE ALONG 
SOI88ON8-RHEIMS FRONT

French have advanced from Venizel 
of a point south of Braine an Vesle.

Of the Vesle river, between Huron 
and SL Thierry, indicate that a far- 
ther withdrawal of . the German 
forces is intended. Fourteen large 
fires have been observed.

in two villages to the northwest of 
that town. 


The retirement of the force of the

His success aroused the curiosity of 
the sheriff and he began to investi- 
gate. 


For several weeks Bhashear had 


been kept under close surveillance 
His actions were noted and it was 
decided Wednesday, 
when several 


machines he disposed of had been 
examined and found to contain no 
engine numbers, to arrest him. 


"I expected this," he said, but re- 


fused to discuss his arrest further. 
Efforts to get confessions relative to 
auto thefts have failed. 


A few weeks ago, Brashear gave 


his grandfather, Hemphill Mercer, 
living in Morgan countv. a new six- 
sylinder car. In the grandfather's 
barn were found four stolen cars and 
several others were recovered in the 
neighborhood, hidden in sheds and 
stables. 
A half dozen others were 


found in Brashear's garage. 


Armed with a warrant, charging 


grand larceny, an officer from Zanes- 
ville accompanied A. H. Heiser, resi- 
dent there, to Athens vesterday and 
identified a $2500 auto as that stol- 
en from Heiser. 
On this charge 


young Brashear, who is a graduate 
of the Marietta High School, was re- 
turned to Zanesville for triai. 


Columbus police believe they can 


connect him with dozens of auto 
thefts here.

ens in an effort to identify some.

VELOCITY "OF 
BIG SHELLS 


Geometer Uses Problem of How Long 


Time Is Required for Stone to 


Fall to Center of Earth. 


Studying the velocity of shells and 


bullets fired In the war led Maurice 
Sauger, a French geometer, to turn 
to the old question of the time it 
would take a stone to fall to the center 
of the earth. His conclusion was that 
It would take about 20 minutes 34 sec- 
onds. 


Gassenddl, who gave the subject 


much thought In the last century, made 
the time 20 minutes even.^ Mersenne 
on the other hand contended that six 
hours would be required. 


Sauger says that as the stone ap- 


proached the center of the earth it 
would be drawn downward by the core 
of the earth and upward by the shell 
which it had already penetrated. The 
rate at which the density of the earth1 
/varies or increases'as-wg penetrate- to- 
greater depths is unknown. Sauger's 
•formula ,is based upon considerations 
of the moment of inertia 6f the earth, 
as calculated from the precession of 
the equinoxes, which agree with ob- 
servations on the density of the earth 
conducted in mine shafts, 


If a shaft were driven right through 


the earth the stone would appear at the 
Antipodes after 38 minutes 30 seconds 
and then return to its starting point, 
at which It would make its reappear- 
ance at the end of 1 hour 17 minutes.

Speed of New Telegraph. 


Within the past few weeks a seven- 


league stride has been made in high- 
speed telegraphy, says the Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. An apparatus which 
in actual tests has proved its ability 
to transmit over a single grounded 
wire 6,000 words a. minute has been 
evolved. 


The real significance of this escapes 


one until It is realized that 6,000 words 
eet iu type will fill seven and one-half 
standard magazine pages. 


Details of what appears to be an 


epoch-making achievement must be 
withheld for military reasons. It is a 
war invention and has for its chief pur- 
pose the liberation of hundreds of ex- 
pert operators for the signal corps 
•without disorganizing our much-needed 
commercial lines. No secret is di- 
vulged, however, when the apparatus 
Is described as a printing telegraph 
system depending upon a.universally 
used recording instrument that has 
never before been associated with 
telegraphy.

LIFTING AUTO OUT OF RUT 


•Imple CentHvinc« Proved Effective 


When Machine Mired and Serloiift 


Trouble Seemed Certain. 


Every one, at sonic time or other, 


hns doubtless come upon the unfor- 
tuniite spectacle of n big autotruck 
stuck In a rut—perhaps holding up 
traffic. 
The next time you encounter 


such a catastrophe recall the experi- 
ence described by Edwin L. Purkess In 
Popular Mechanics Magazine, and you 
will be able to offer valuable sugges- 
tions at a moment when such sugges- 
tions count for their full value. Mr. 
Purkess writes: 


"A heavy auto truck became mired 


In a deep rut on a country road, and 
the driver, 
without assistance and 


with only the auto jack available, wa« 
forced to devise some means of again 
getting his machine under way. 
The 


method employed was so simple and 
effective that 1t may he of Interest to 
most motorists. Two sn pi ings were set 
across slabs of wood, laid on either 
side of the truck wheel. Then the tail- 
board chain was rigged between the 
saplings just Inside of the wheel. A 
tourniquet of rope wns made with a 
small stick, and fastened to the free 
ends of the sapling1?. The Jack was set 
under the rim of the wheel, and as the 
latter was lifted the tourniquet and the 
tailboard chains were drawn up to 
bring the saplings close against the 
wheel. By this means the wheel was 
gradually lifted out of the rut, and 
extra slabs placed under It so that the 
truck was then ea«;il.\ driven to solid 
ground. Slabs were also piled under 
the axle as a precaution, In case the 
wheel should slip back into the rut." 


GOOD-BY TO THE CRUTCHES 


Artificial Limbs So Cleverly Devised 


That Legless Men Have No Diffi- 


culty In Walking. 


There need be'no legless soldiers to 


hobble pitifully along the streets after 
this war. An American army surgeon 
has devised a new type of artificial 
leg which can be manufactured by 
Uncle Sam for about $25 and which 
will almost perfectly reproduce the ac- 
tion of a natural leg, even if the sol- 
dier has only a stump left. It menus 
good-by to crutches, declares the New 
York Evening-Post 


This remarkable triumph of Ameri- 


can Inventive genius was described at 
the New York Academy of Medicine 
by Maj, P. B. Magnuson, medical re- 
serve corps, a member of the surgeon 
general's staff.

The artificial leg described by the 


surgeon Is the Invention of Maj. Da- 
vid Silver, another medical reserve of- 
ficer, formerly a practicing physician 
In Pittsburgh. 
, -^ 


"This artificial Jeg Is of a type far 


ahead of *nything-,that has been devel- 
oped abroad as Tpresult of the war," 
Major Magnusottfsa'ia. " "It Is a better 
substitute for a-Batural leg than the 
government has ever been able to ob- 
tain heretofore for $100 each, and It 
can be made for a quarter of that 
price. In this one thing alone Doctor 
Silver has earned his salary as major." 


The invention has been successfully 


used by & man with both legs ampu- 
tated. Crutches are unnecessary. The 
foot has a jointed Instep and a rub- 
ber base which reproduces the natural 
movements with astonishing success. 
Major Magnuson asserted that it would 
be hard to guess that a man was wear- 
ing the support after he was practiced 
in Its use. 


Artificial hands and wrists were also 


described. 


Little Fat Makes Them Swell. 


A strange new disease has broken 


out In Germany, according to articles 
in German merllral weeklies, summar- 
ized In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. The physicians 
call It war edema. It manifests Itself 
by a swelling of the Ibwer extremities, 
less often of thp upper, the face, and 
the serous cavities. Unless permanent 
relief Is obtained it may last for 
months.

attribute It to thp poor diet thnt now 
prevails; excess of carbohydrates and 


I deficiency of fnK together with large 


quantities of n.-iter. as the food Is 
taken mostly in ihe form of soup.
